Unless “the ether? be considered. to be a material 
substance, it is clear that the basis of the universe is not 
“matter,” but “spirit,” and since “life” is made manifest, 
the “principle of life’? must be inherent in the substance, 
from which all manifested things are derived. The ether 
although perfectly solid, is known to be full of energy and 
movement ; it must, also be equally full of life. 

It would appear, then, that substance, energy, anao 
life or mind are inseparable, and whereas “sensation,” 
or consciousness is unknown apart from movement, the 
converse is probably true, that movement always produces, 
or is associated with, sensation or consciousness, :
